United; States Senator William E. 


Borah,' engaged by the state of Idaho 
:is special counsel for the prosecution, 
spoko the last word tonight. -Tomor- 
row Judge Fremont Wood.will charge 
and instruct the Jury "which- is expec- 
ted to retire to consider their verdict 
about 11 o'clock. 


The crowd seeking admission to the 


courtroom tonight broke ail records in 
a murdc-r. trial in Idaho. Two hun- 
dred people remained in the grounds 
when the doors were closed after the 
morning session, and* hours before 
they opened again 
all 
approaches 


were blocked. . When-, finally, every 
seat and. inch of. space within the 
courtroom was filled several hundred 
stood on the. lawn under the open 
windows,' that they might .catch sen<- 
tences from the impassioned plead- 
ings of the young senator. 


Borah's Wonderful Oratory. 


Senator. Borah laid the foundation 


for his argument last night. This 
morning he began an analysis of the 
evidence, but he confined himself to 
the murder.of Steunenberg and the 
conspiracy. 
He linked Orchard to 


Haywood, 
Haywood 
to Simpkins, 


Simpkins to Moyer and 
Moyer 
to 


Pettibone. 


Then, selecting,'only the evidence of 


witnesses for the defense and leaving 
Orchard's confession out, he wove tthc 
lives anJ movements of the five men 
together. Without departing from the 
record he brOTiifJitlth'ese officers and 
members "of tha Western, Federation 
of miners together. 
Then he took 


Orchard away from Denver and back 
again to Denver, to the headquarters 
of the Western Federation of-Miners. 
This was done :carefully and. almost 
monotonously—the quiet before the 
storm. Then Borah, his voice ajid 
manner changing, sprang into action.

Some parents have reported 
that their children have seen a hag- 
gard man, abo'iit .27 years old. wel 
dressed and wearing a cap, offering 
candy and fruit to little girls whom 
he rasked to accompany him. 


Crowd Seeks Prisoner's Life. 


A man .was arrested- shortly: after- 


ward who tallies somewhat with this 
indefinite 'description. 
Later he was 


confronted by the two wounded chil- 
dren, who, however, were1'too weak to 
respond to the/juestions put to. them. 
The man was'then taken '-in a cab 
guarded by police to the station. The

Clark, former clerk of the Riverside 
hotel, found the defendant -guilty 'of 
embezzlement. Clark, although from 
his acquittal on a. former charge in- 
volving the same- crime, he hoped to 
be freed,-showed no signs of disap.- 
pointmeht at the verdict, aside from 
the slight quivering of his lips. 


Only three witnesses were "examined 


by the''state and none by the defense. 
The first witness called by the prose- 
cution was Harry Gosse, manager of 
the Riverside hotel, who testified that 
it hd beean the custom of Clark to ac- 
count for the receipts of the day every 
evening or not later .than the follow- 
ing morning-. 
On the evening of June 


17 Clark had failed to do so, and had 
not been'at the hotel after-that date. 
The witness was unable to say. what 
amount of money was lacking in the 
receipts, part of which jiad been, turn- 
ed over to. Clark by J. H. Smith, the 
night clerk. ' ' 


A record' sheet was introduced by 


the prosecution-' which showed that 
Frank Engensperger, a guest at the, 
hotel at the time, had paid a bill of 
$34, which had not been satisfactorily 
accounted for by "Clark before he left 
the hotel on June 17. 
Engensperger 


testified to having paid this amount to 
Clark in settlement- of his bill at the 
hotel. ' 


J. H. Smith, the night clerk, testi- 


fied to having turned over to Clark,on 
the morning of June . 17- checks and 
cash to the amount of $156.85. 


District Attorney Moran opened the 


-) argument for the prosecution, follow- 


ed by Benjamin Curler for the de- 
fense. James T. Boyd closed for the. 
state. No testimony was introduced 
by the defense, whioh rested entirely 
on the one of former .acquittal, Mr. 
Curler devoting his chief attention in 
his argument to the jury to prove that 
the act of Clark in not accounting for 
the cash was identical with ihis failing 
to account for a certain check, for 
Which he was tried and acquitted a 
short time since.

Clark is 31 years old and has been
